‘‘Parenting the Aging 
Parent’ is the theme of a 
workshop scheduled from 9 
a.m. until nooni, Tuesday, 
May 29, in the auditorium at 
Methodist Hospital of South¬ 
ern California.

The lack of provisions in the Caiifomia Transportation 
Commission’s (CTC) 1978 Biennial Report for completing 
freeway gaps and for funding needed highway projects, 
has prompted an angered response from the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Transportation Action Commit.ee (SCTAC). 

In a letter submitted to the CTC public hearing, the 
citizen’s group ohairmaji, Virgil Waters stated, “Rather 
than address the tremendous transportation problems facing 
the people of California, the Ehaft Report contains, for 
the most part, only issues being considered by the Legis¬ 
lature and others of limited Importance." 

Last December SCTAC submitted a statement to a CTC 
workshop which outlined the highway needs of Southern 
California and a financing program to fully fund the pro 
jects. The citizens group urged the CTC to carefully review 
the proposal and consider adopting it as part of the Bien¬ 
nial Report Final Draft. 

The chagrined SCTAC chairmen remarked, “It seems 
that the CTC’s failure to address real transportation needs 
In tlie Report is a direct result of being trapped by Gover¬ 
nor Brown’s anti-highway bia.s." He continued, “We beiieve 
it is time for Ore Commis-skm to throw away the Governor’s 
shackles, act independently and serve the people of Cali¬ 
fornia’s needs.” 

SCTAC, a group of concerned businesses, industry and 
labor, and community leaders, first called for the comple¬ 
tion of freeway’s misssing links in early 1975. Since then 
the group’s members have been active working with other 
citizens groups to effect the construction of sorely needed 
gaps in the freeways and other highway projects. 

These include; the Long Beach Freeway between Al¬ 
hambra and Pasadena, Routes 138 and 48 in the Antelope 
Valley, tlie Foothill Freeway (Route 30), 1-15 from San 
Diego to Ontario, and tire Century Freeway (1-105). 

“Instead of building these important highways,” ob- 
.served Waters, “the Browm administration has banked our 
gasoline tax dollars, while construction costs escalate. 

“Recent estimates of the amount of banked highway 
funds have been reported to be $635 million with a total 
of approximately $700 million expectcKl by the end of the 


year,” concluded Waters.
